W ill W e Get Any 
Help From NATO? 


Under military prov isions of the North 
Atlantic Treaty of 1949, the Atlantic powers 
agreed to "maintain and dev elop their indiv idual 
and collectiv e capacity to resist armed attack.’* 
How to dev elop that capacity in this hour of 
maximum peril will be the subject of a meeting 
in Paris today of the NATO powers’ permanent 
representativ es. Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
asked for the session, the State Department said, 
so that he may "acquaint them with United 
States thinking and exchange v iews with them 
on Berlin.” 
U.S. thinking is believ ed to be that the 14 
NATO powers had better get about the job of 
beefing up their military posture before the 
expected showdown on Berlin. 
Whether the 
allies will follow the United States lead in 
increasing defense efforts remains to be seen. 
Britain, at least, wants to go slow on any 
military buildup which might contribute to a 
prolonged period of tension, although it is under* 
stood that extra forces would be made av ailable 
quickly if a crisis dev elops. The go-slow ration­ 
ale, as reported by the London 
Eco n o mist 
(July 
29» , seems to be that "if the army were to be 
giv en a massiv e influx of rusty soldiery (from 
the reserv es» , its energies this autumn would 
hav e to be directed to training them, not facing 
up to the Russians.” 
One report has it that Washington will ask 
the West Germans to rush additional div isions 
into being in the shortest possible time, no later 
than Christmas in any ev ent. West Germany can 
scarcely refuse to go along, but cannot by itself 
be expected to fulfill the long-unmet NATO 
goal of 30 div isions. NATO’s present strength 
is 23 div isions. Secretary Rusk also has a for­ 
midable task awaiting him in trying to get 
France to look toward Berlin rather than toward 
Tunisia and Algena.

Foreign Aid Bill Passage Intact Foreseen

The Tip Off 


As early as the Potsd« n Conference Uuly 17, 1945) 
^ Stalin made it clear that Sov iet Russia would oppose 
^ the participation of China in European and world 
affairs, despite the fact that China had been at war 
with Japan since September 1931. Had China not kept 
Jàpan occupied. It is likely that the Japanese, using 
Manchuria as a base, would hav e concjuered Mongcriia 
and parts of Siberia as far east as Lake Baikal. 
As a matter of fact. Japan had been activ e in 
that region since 1917 and it was only American inter­ 
v ention that sav ed both Russian and Chinese territory. 
Nev ertheless. Sov iet Russia nev er went into the Far 
Eastern W'ar until it was ov er and then came in for 
the spoils. 
So on July 17. 1945, when Stalin, Churchill and 
Truman were meeting at Potsdam to discuss matters, 
the foliowing colloquy occurred: 
“Stalin: . . . I would like an explaaiation of the 
leason for China’s participation in European affairs. 
"Traman: China is one of the fiv e members of 
Ibe Security Council. 
"Stalin: The decision taken at Crimea prov ided for 
quarterly conferences of the foreign secretaries. Does 
President Truman’s suggestion supersede the Crimea 
proposal? 
"Truman: The Crimea proposal was temporary . . . 
"CharciiUl: . . . 1 ihiak tt a aeecUess eom- 
plkattsa to brtaf Chtoa to. When it comes 
to 
drawtoc mp the peace, all couitiies mast come to. 
The prellmto ary wo rk c« uo t be do ne by teleg ram. 
I am CMtcat that Chto a sho uld be admitted to 
drawto f wp the g eueral pro v teto o s fo r peace bat 
Bo t fo r the day to day wo rk. Chto a is far fro m 
Euro pe aud has uo t eo utributed to the Euro peaa 
war. Da y o u really wish to discuss the admto is- 
trutto u sf Germaay with the Chto ese deleg atio a?'* 
So, China was pushed out of the meetings where 
K would hav e been possible for China to protect herself 
and her intérêts. In fact, Winston Churchill aided the 
Russians in this matter. He said: 
"Until the Japtoieae war is ov er I see great dif­ 
ficulty in China’s hav ing a v oice in the trying prob­ 
lems of Europe. I see no adv antage in introducing 
China with the European settlement, ’^ y hav e 
n o i 
fo u ^ in Europe. It is possiUe that while the Council 
is sitting, the w« * witii Japan will end. Then China 
can and should ctune mto the World Peace Conference. 
I do not see that China codd help us in settling 
the question of the Reich.” 
The next day, July 18. 1945, the China question was 
again raised by Russia. 
"Mr. Molotov again raised ti» e question of China 
but said that if the Council was to deal with other 
than exclusiv ely European affairs the objectiwis to 
China’s participation would drop.” 
“Mr. Byrnes suggested that the Council be com­ 
piled of fiv e powers toit that participation of China 
be limited to prdjlems concerning the Far East or 
problems of world wide significance. . . . The other 
reason fcM- including China was that China is one of 
the permanent members of the Security Council.” 
This attitude o f the Russians persisted thro ug h­ 
o ut the Co nference, despite the fact that So v iet 
Russia did no t participate to the Far Eastern War 
until it was practically o v er. The Russians to o k the 
same po sitio u as reg ards France, namely , that 
France sho uld hav e no v o ice to the settlement o f 
Euro pean affairs, because France had no t partici­ 
pated to the armistice. 
It was clearly the Russian pro g ram first to 
O reduce the discussio n to amo ng Three Po wers, the 
United States. So v iet Russia, and Great Britain. 
Undo ubtedly it was the Russian plan to squeese o ut 
Great Britain as well. 
Truman was told at the July 18 luncheon that Japan 
had been ready to make peace. 
The following is 
significant: 
"I (Churchill) imparted to the President the dis­ 
closure about the (rffer from the Mikado, made to me 
by Marshal Stalin the night before; and 1 told him he 
was quite free to talk it ov er with the Marshal, as I 
had informed him at the Marshal’s expressed desire . . . 
"Here I explained that Marshal Stalin had not 
wished to transmit this infixmation direct to him for 
fear he might think the Russians were trying to influ­ 
ence him towards peace . . . I dwelt upon the tre­ 
mendous cost in American life ai^, to a smaller ex­ 
tent, in British life which would be inv olv ed in forcing 
‘unconditional surrender’ upon the Japanese.” 
It is startling to read today that American blood 
was filled profusely after Japan had sought peace 
and that the atom bomb was hurled at Hiroshima after 
that.

In a few days, the Senate wiil 
v ote on the Kennedy administra­ 
tion's $4 billion-plus foreign aid 
bill; and unless the most reliable 
prophets are v ery wrong indeed, 
the bill will pass without ham­ 
stringing amendments. 
The same propnets \^« re pre­ 
dicting precisely the opposite out­ 
come until only a few days ago. 
Long after the Berlin crisis had 
aroused the Congress to the dan­ 
gers of the world situation, the 
profrfiets were still saying that 
"foreign aid would be a cliff- 
hanger;” and they were adding 
mournfully that the heroine would 
probably fall off the cliff. 
The rev ersal of the prophetic 
trend is an important ev ent. At 
this crucial moment, a Congres­ 
sional repudiation of the President 
on the foreign aid issue would be 
a v ery grav e matter. Yet stu­ 
dents of the singular American 
gov ernment process will be ev en 
more interested in knowing how 
on earth the rev ersal was brought 
about. 
The answer seems to be that 
ev en if President Kennedy has 
not yet found the right way to 
deal with Cuba, he has at least 
shown himself a master at the art 
of dealing with Congress. Foreign 
aid was the prime test of this 
mastery, because erf the bold de­ 
cision to include in the bill a 
prov isiem long demanded by ev ery 
expert and nev er before included 
for'tear o f Congressional hostil­ 
ity—the prov ision permitting the 
Executiv e to make fiv e-year fin­ 
ancing commitments for long­ 
term foreign aid projects, instead 
o f depending on the hazard of an­ 
nual Congressional appropriations. 
This prov iskm was imposed, un­ 
til quite recently, by seemingly 
rock-sirfid majorities <rf both the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee and the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. Yet both com-

If one could only know all 
the details, the result would be a 
small, exceedingly useful hand­ 
book of American backstairs poli­ 
tics. of a type that might rather 
shock the academic idealists.

WASTE IN INDUSTRY-Assist- 
ant Air Force Secretary Joseph 
Imirie was testifying before a 
House Armed Serv ices Inv estigat­ 
ing CommittuB when the discuss­ 
ion got around to waste in gov ­ 
ernment compared with waste in 
priv ate industry. 
Imirie, with long experience as 
an executiv e in priv ate busiiwss, 
expressed the v iew that there was 
a lot of waste there, and that 
gov ernment had no riKKiopoiy. 
Congressmen hav e long com­ 
plained about the waste in gov ­ 
ernment and the comparativ e effi­ 
ciency in priv ate business. One of 
them asked, therefore, how exec­ 
utiv es managed to av oid criti­ 
cism. Imirie replied: "We in in­ 
dustry hide our sins. We in gov ­ 
ernment can’t.” 


MAIL HEAVY — Maybe it’s 
the internat kmal situation or the 
personal 
attractiv eness 
of the 
President, but the White House 


reports that Kennedy is receiv ing 
much more mail from ov erseas 
than prev ious Presidents. 
About 5,(X)0 letters a month to 
the White House are now being 
processed by State Department 
foreign language div isions. And 
the 
flow 
shows no 
signs of 
abating. 
Topics range all ov er the lot, 
from ways of achiev ing peace to 
pleas for money or other assist­ 
ance. Some are crackpot, many 
sincere. Recently, a prime sub­ 
ject was back ailments. President 
Kennedy got adv ice and suggest­ 
ed remedies from literally all 
parts of the globe on how to cure 
his painful affliction.

Howev er, 
fortunately, he’s ov er his trouble. 


For just this reason, this par­ 
ticular handbocrft is nev er likely 
to see print. Ev en so, one c^in 
also be sure that the change of 
trend on foreign aid has a signi­ 
ficance extending beyond the field 
of foreign affairs. 
By much the same methods that 
produced this change in trend, 
the largest part of the Kennedy 
program for this session has al­ 
ready been uncrf)trusiv ely placed 
upon the statute books. Education 
and medical care for the aged 
hav e been the wily conspicuous 
failures. 
The bill giv ing Federal aid to 
educatiim was imprudently draft­ 
ed without due consideration for 
the feelings of the large bloc of 
Catholic v oters. Hence it fell by 
the wayside. Another kind of bill, 
which may ev en be a much better 
bill, is now being prepared for 
the next session, with precaution« 
which seem to be sufficient to 
av ert sectarian controv ersy. 
The lev er needed to pass the 
new education bill is Federal aid 
to "impacted - areas,” meaning 
areas where education costs hav e 
gone up because of military bases 
or other Federal activ ities. Some 
319 Congressmen are howling for 
"impacted area” aid. If the Ad­ 
ministration can only keep them 
howling, by denying this aid at 
this session, as is now hoped, a 
majcH* education bill will hav e a 
good chance next year. 
As for medical care for the 
aged, the President’s priv ate poll­ 
er, Uxiis Harris, is currently re­ 
porting to the White House that 
this issue ev erywhere generates 
the approximate political beat (rf 
a 
high-class 
blow-torch. 
The 
White House has not pressed for 
medical care this year, because 
it looks like such good politics to 
ask for the v ote just before the 
1962 Congressional election. 
Altogether, whether or not you 
approv e of the results, this part 
of the Administration's business 
is being carried on in a highly 
professional manner.

For West Berlin has become 
Capitalism’s No 
1 showplace— 
a thriv ing exhibit of commercial 
progres.s. .set off with neon lighti 
against a drab and dreary Com­ 
munist city a few yards away. 
And as long as West RerUn is 
there, fla.shing its neon signs, 
showing off its windows full of the 
latest styles, the latest electric 
gadgets, the lushest foods. East 
Germans arc going to flock from 
their Communist state ov er to the 
Capitalistic slate. 
That’s why President Ulhricht 
and Herr Gottwald. and Gerhard 
Eisler, the little Cwnmunist who 
escaped from the United Sta'es 
and is now propaganda minister 
for East Germany, are pressing 
Khrushchev . What they want is 
not coexistence, but the throttling 
of West Berlin Capitalism 
They can’t afford the daily 
humiliation of seeing the cream 
of East German manhood cross 
the border in a steady stream of 
200,000 a year. Nor hav e they got 
ov er the humiliation of hav ing 
the blonde and beautiful Marlene 
Schmidt cross ov er to West Ber­ 
lin. then to Miami to become 
Miss Univ erse. This was not the 
king of thing for a Communist- 
gov erned girl to do. and Allen 
Dulles’s CIA is getting the blame 
for it. 
To see firsthand how East Ger­ 
man youth is being siphoned into 
West Germany, I went out to the 
big Marienfelde refugee center. 
In 1953 I saw the refugees housed 
in empty factories and sleeping 
on straw sacks. There are no 
empty factories in West Berlin 
today. They’re all producing. But 
the West Berlin gov ernment has 
built a special housing project 
which can be turned into low-cost 
housing wlien and if the refugee 
problem passes. 
Inside one of these rooms I 
talked to a couple, just arriv ed 
from Dresden. About 30 years old, 
they had children fiv e and six. 
*rhe husband was a tailor, the 
wife am accountant in a lumber 
yard. They had left home, she ex­ 
plained, because she gcrf tired 
working ov ertime for the Red 
Chinese and the Hungarians. She 
didn’t mind working ov ertime for 


a good cause, but not for them.

They were leav ing that farm

Thia, 
incidentally, is one reason for thi 
steady trek of refuees into Weal 
Berlin, West German 
industri­ 
alist* need more labor. In sorm 
ca.ses they are in touch with thi 
East. German refugees ev en be 
fore they leav e home. 
There’.s no unemployment if 
Ea.st Germany. Jobs are plentiful 
It too has a labor shortage. Bui 
jobs are better in West Germany. 
So the exodu.s continues. 
Anirfher couple I talked to had 
just arriv ed from Leipzig

husband, not more than 24, had 
worked with his father on their 
family farm of about 30 acres. 
But the farm was collectiv ized

there was talk that he might be­ 
come manager. He and his wife 
left. 
"We torrfc are life sav ings with 
us." he told me. "and we were 
afraid we would be arrested at 
the border for hav ing sg much 
money.

I am getting sick and tired of 
all these attacks on our duly 
elected or appointed (rfficials by a 
lot of blue-nosed, un-American 
Know Nothings!

pay-offs? By these irresponsible 
attacks on bribery we are strik­ 
ing at the v ery foundations of 
g(>od gov ernment, and it must be 
stopped! 
The tint)e is at hand to come out 
in the open, and make bribery 
legal. TTie payoff is at the last 
bastion of rugged American in­ 
div idualism. It is here, in de­ 
manding and being able to get 
preferential treatment, that the 
ultimate status symbol is achiev ­ 
ed. and unless we defend its prac­ 
tice with proper protectiv e laws, 
it, like the great American bison, 
wiil be driv en from the American 
scene. We must re-examine our 
laws against corruption. An unen­ 
forceable law is a bad law, as it 
leads to a disrespect for all law. 
We must legalize bribery’! 
Americans lov e to payoff. It is 
part of our nature. It can be 
seen from the cradle where "Eat 
your spinach and Mommy’ll buy 
you a nice new ray gun” can 
be heard, to the latest announce­ 
ment of the public s(diool scan­ 
dals in Nev i’ York City. Amer­ 
icans fix traffic 
tickets, 
bribe 
headwaiters, make political con­ 
tributions, and "slip ’em a saw- 
buck, Gus,” at ev ery ow>ortunity. 
Yet it is these same people that 
are hounding the few hardwork­ 
ing city officials in New York, 
BostiMi, and other great American 
cities, who hav e dared 
to do 
these things in an outward and 
forthright manner. Shame (m the 
fickle public! 
Legalized bribery will eliminate 
the present hypocritical situation, 
restore efficiency to public en­ 
deav or, prov ide new funds f(w the 
cold war, and eliminate the un­ 
employment problem. 
Take, for instance, the police 
department: 
underpaid, 
short- 
handed, and held in small esteem 
by the public. Once the bribe is 
legal, they can publish a price 
list. The burden will fall on t^ose 
who actually av ail themselv es of 
the serv ices of the department. 
The income per policeman will 
rise (the more serv ice he renders, 
the more he is paid). The public 
will be safer. More and more 
ambitious and intelligent young 
men will seek their fortunes in 
police work. And, so. up, up, 
the spiral will contique, until, at 
least, crime will hav e been elim­ 
inated, and the police will hav e 
regained public respect. 
Like drinking, bribery can get 
out of hand, so a federal agency 
must be created to regulate it. 
This would be the Federal Bureau 
of Bribery, or, FBB. Thus would 
public interest be serv ed, say, in 
the case of school construction. 
The bribe frcrni the contractor to 
the Board of Education w<Hild be 
registered with the 
FBB 
who 
would see to it that, while the 
contractor had the adv antage <rf 
getting the contract, he would 
nev ertheless be compelled by the 


FBB to make the school in <|ue« - 
tion safe for children. The v ery 
creation of these new adv antages 
in public serv ice, not to mention 
the v ast size of the FBB, should 
be just enough to absorb the 
mass of the unemployed. 
The greatest adv antage of the 
legal bribe will be in securing 
funds to fight the cold war and 
eliminate the national debt. The 
taxes on all of the legal bribes, 
which of course now will hav e to 
be reported income, and on the 
salaries <rf all the now employed 
persons, should sv rell the nati(mal 
coffers. But, there is ev en 
a 
greater sav ing: the huge increase 
in the personal income <rf the 
higher officials, such as Com­ 
missioners, Mayors. Senators, and 
the like, will enable the gov ern­ 
ment to eliminate their regular 
salaries. Why, I can env isi(» i the 
day when politicians will hav e to 
submit sealed bids for the candi- 
dacie« for public office. All of 
this additicmal income will sweU 
the Treasury, which will allow the 
gov ernment to spend the nxmey 
on v ast public wcx-ks, such as 
parks, sports stadiums, free mov ­ 
ies, beaches, and free v acation 
resorts, in a v ast eff(Ht to iN'ibe 
the "little man” who is too poor 
to bribe his way to fame and 
fortune, from caring about it. 
And you know what? R will 
worit, too.

Will We Get Any 
Help From NATO? 


Under 
military provisions of the 
North 
Atlantic Treaty of 1949, the Atlantic powers 
agreed to “maintain and develop their individual 
and collective capacity to resist armed attack.’* 
How to develop that capacity in this hour of 
maximum peril will be the subject of a m eeting 
in Paris today of the NATO powers’ permanent 
representatives. Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
asked for the session, the State Department said, 
so that he may “acquaint them with United 
States thinking and exchange views with them 
on Berlin.” 
U.S. thinking is believed to be that the 14 
NATO powers had better get about the job of 
beefing up their military posture before the 
expected showdown on Berlin. 
Whether the 
allies will follow the United States lead in 
increasing defense efforts remains to be seen. 
Britain, at least, wants to go slow on any 
military buildup which might contribute to a 
prolonged period of tension, although it is under­ 
stood that extra forces would be made available 
quickly if a crisis develops. The go-slow ration­ 
ale. as reported by the London Econom ist (July 
2 9 1, seem s to be that “if the army were to be 
given a massive influx of rusty soldiery (from 
the reserves), its energies this autumn would 
have to be directed to training them, not facing 
up to the Russians.” 
One report has it that Washington will ask 
the West Germans to rush additional divisions 
into being in the shortest possible time, no later 
than Christmas in any event. West Germany can 
scarcely refuse to go along, but cannot by itself 
be expected to fulfill the long-unmet NATO 
goal of 30 divisions. NATO's present strength 
is 23 divisions. Secretary Rusk also has a for­ 
midable task awaiting him in trying to get 
France to look toward Berlin rather than toward 
Tunisia and Algeria.

As early as the Potsdam Conference 'July 17, m s I 
_ Stalin made it clear that Soviet Russia would oppose 
J the participation of China in European and world 
affairs, despite the fact that China had been at war 
with Japan since September 1931. Had China not kept 
Japan occupied, it is likely that the Japanese, using 
Manchuria as a base, would have conquered Mongolia 
and parts of Siberia as far east as Lake Baikal 
As a matter of fact. Japan had been active in 
♦hat region since 1917 and it was only .American inter­ 
vention that saved both Russian and Chinese territory. 
Nevertheless, Soviet Russia never went into the Far 
Eastern War until it was over and then came in for 
the spoils. 
So on July 17, 1945, when Stalin, Churchill and 
Truman were meeting at Potsdam to discuss matters, 
the following colloquy occurred 
’ Stalin: 
. . . I would like an explanation of the 
reason for China's participation in European affairs, 
' Truman 
China is one of the five members of 
the Security Council. 
“Stalin: 
The decision taken at Crimea provided for 
quarterly conferences of the foreign secretaries 
Does 
President Truman's suggestion supersede the Crimea 
proposal? 
“Truman: 
The Crimea proposal was temporary . . , 
“Churchill: 
. . . I think it a needless com­ 
plication to bring China in. 
When it comes to 
drawing ap the peace, all countries must come in. 
The preliminary work cannot be done by telegram. 
I am content that China should be admitted to 
drawing up the general provisions for peace but 
not for the day to day work. 
China is far from 
Europe nod has not contributed to the European 
war. Do you really wish to discuss the adminis­ 
tration of Germany with the Chinese delegation? '* 
So, China was pushed out of the meetings where 
H would have been possible for China to protect herself 
and her interests. In fact, Winston Churchill aided the 
Russians in this matter. He said: 
“Until the Japanese war is over I see great dif­ 
ficulty in China s having a voice in the trying prob­ 
lems of Europe 
I see no advantage in introducing 
China with the European settlement. 
They have not 
fought m Europe. It is possible that while the Council 
is sitting, the war with Japan will end. Then China 
can and should come into the World Peace Conference. 
I do not see that China could help us in settling 
die question of the Reich.” 
The next day. July 18, 1945, the China question was 
again raised by Russia. 
“Mr. Molotov again raised the question of China 
but said that if the Council was to deal with other 
than exclusively European affairs the objections to 
China’s participation would drop.” 
“Mr. Byrnes suggested that the Council be com­ 
posed of five powers knit that participation of China 
be limited to problems concerning the Far East or 
problems of world wide significance. . . . The other 
reason for including China was that China is one of 
the permanent members of the Security Council.” 
This attitude of the Russians persisted through­ 
out the Conference, despite the fact that Soviet 
Russia did not participate in the Far Eastern War 
until it was practically over. The Russians took the 
same position as regards France, namely, that 
France should have no voice in the settlement of 
European affairs, because France had not partici­ 
pated in the armistice. 
It was clearly the Russian program first to 
reduce the discussion to among Three Powers, the 
United States, Soviet Russia, and Great Britain. 
Undoubtedly it was the Russian plan to squeeze out 
Great Britain as well. 
Truman was told at the July 18 luncheon that Japan 
had been ready to make peace. 
The following is 
significant: 
“ I 'Churchill) imparted to the President the dis­ 
closure about the offer from the Mikado, made to me 
by Marshal Stalin the night before; and I told him he 
was quite free to talk it over with the Marshal, as I 
had informed him at the M arshal’s expressed desire . .. 
“ Here I explained that Marshal Stalin had not 
wished to transm it this information direct to him for 
fear he might think the Russians were trying to influ­ 
ence him towards peace . . . I dwelt upon the tre­ 
mendous cost in American life and, to a smaller ex­ 
tent, in British life which would be involved in forcing 
‘unconditional surrender’ upon the Japanese.” 
It is startling to read today that American blood 
was spilled profusely after Japan had sought peace 
and that the atom bomb was hurled at Hiroshima after 
that.

BERLIN—When President Ken­ 
nedy 
conferred 
with 
Premier 
Khrushchev in Vienna, the latter 
told him that the East Germans 
were raising hob with him for a 
settlement of Berlin. Khrushchev 
discussed this almost as if he 
were explaining a political prob­ 
lem such as Kennedy’s task of 
winning the Italian vote in Mass­ 
achusetts. He was very clear and 
very firm, however, about the 
fact that the East Germans were 
pressing him. that the status of 
Berlin 
had 
been 
delayed 
long 
enough, that he had been quite 
patient. 
The President got the definite 
Impression that Khrushchev was 
being pushed and could delay no 
longer. 
If you go to East Berlin, or if 
you interview some of the re­ 
fugees fleeing from 
East Ger­ 
many. you can understand exact­ 
ly 
why 
Khrushchev 
is 
being 
pushed. 
For Berlin is the one place in 
the world where Capitalism and 
Communism come cheek and jowl 
together; where the people of the 
two political systems can com­ 
pare the boasts, the claims, the 
defeats, the accomplishments of 
each. 
If you believe in coexistence, 
comparison 
between West Ger­ 
man Capitalism and East Berlin 
Communism should not be odious. 
It should not cause the danger of 
war. But it doesn’t operate that 
way. 


Foreign Aid Bill Passage Intact Foreseen 


WASHINGTON 
In a few days, the Senate will 
vote on the Kennedy adm inistra­ 
tion's $4 billion-plus foreign aid 
bill; and unless the most reliable 
prophets are very wrong indeed, 
the bill will pass without ham ­ 
stringing amendments. 
The same prophets were pre­ 
dicting precisely the opposite out­ 
come until only a few days ago. 
Long after the Berlin crisis had 
aroused the Congress to the dan­ 
gers of the world situation, the 
prophets were still saying that 
“ foreign aid would be a cliff­ 
hanger;” and they were adding 
mournfully that the heroine would 
probably fall off the cliff. 
The reversal of the prophetic 
trend is an important event. At 
this crucial moment, a Congres­ 
sional repudiation of the President 
on the foreign aid issue would be 
a very grave m atter. Yet stu­ 
dents of the singular American 
government process will be even 
more interested in knowing how 
on earth the reversal was brought 
about. 
The answer seems to be that 
even if President Kennedy has 
not yet found the right way to 
deal with Cuba, he has at least 
shown himself a m aster at the art 
of dealing with Congress. Foreign 
aid was the prime test of this 
mastery, because of the bold de­ 
cision to include in the bill a 
provision long demanded by every 
expert and never before included 
for fear of Congressional hostil­ 
ity—the provision permitting the 
Executive to make five-year fin­ 
ancing 
commitments 
for 
long­ 
term foreign aid projects, instead 
of depending on the hazard of an­ 
nual Congressional appropriations. 
This provision was opposed, un­ 
til quite recently, by seemingly 
rock-solid majorities of both the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee and the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. Yet both com­ 
mittees have now favorably re­ 
ported an intact foreign aid bill, 
after approving the provision for 
long-term aid commitments by

majorities of 10-to-7 and 17-to-lO 
respectively. 
Those votes have little connec­ 
tion with Berlin. They were much 
more closely connected with the 
personal meetings with all mem­ 
bers of the two committees, which 
the President somehow found time 
for. And these White House meet­ 
ings, in turn, were directly con­ 
nected with—in fact resulted from 
—the smooth Congressional liai­ 
son system organized by the Ken­ 
nedy staff. 
The boss of the liaison organiza­ 
tion is the able Lawrence O'Brien, 
a veteran of the Massachusetts 
political wars, and a longtime 
Kennedy staff member. On for­ 
eign aid, O'Brien was not only 


assisted by the President in per­ 
son. He was also much helped 
by Vice-President Lyndon John­ 
son, who returned from his Asian 
journey imbued with downright 
evangelical fervor for 
the 
aid 
program 
But getting the foreign aid bill 
off the cliff where it was so des­ 
perately dangling, also required 
judgeships and public works and 
much other pork and patronage. 
It has been a tough operation, rn 
fact, toughly and efficiently man­ 
aged. If one could only know all 
the details, the result would be a 
small, exceedingly useful hand­ 
book of American backstairs poli­ 
tics, of a type that might rather 
shock the academic idealists.

W ASTE IN INDUSTRY—Assist­ 
ant Air Force Secretary Joseph 
Imirie was testifying before a 
House Armed Services Investigat­ 
ing Committee when the discuss­ 
ion got around to waste in gov­

Imirie, with long experience as 
an executive in private business, 
expressed the view that there was 
a lot of waste there, and that 
government had no monopoly. 
Congressmen have long com­ 
plained about the waste in gov­ 
ernment and the comparative effi­ 
ciency in private business. One of 
them asked, therefore, how exec­ 
utives managed to avoid criti­ 
cism. Imirie replied: “We in in­ 
dustry hide our sins. We in gov­ 
ernment can't.” 


MAIL HEAVY - Maybe it s 
the international situation or the 
personal 
attractiveness 
of 
the 
President, but the White House 


reports that Kennedy is receiving 
much more mail from overseas 
than previous Presidents. 
About 5.000 letters a month to 
the White House are now being 
processed by State Department 
foreign language divisions 
And 
the 
flow 
shows 
no 
signs 
of 
abating. 
Topics range ail over the lot, 
from ways of achieving peace to 
pleas for money or other assist­ 
ance. Some are crackpot, many 
sincere 
Recently, a prime sub­ 
ject was back ailments. President 
Kennedy got advice and suggest­ 
ed remedies from literally all 
parts of the globe on how' to cure 
his 
painful 
affliction. 
He 
was 
sent prescriptions, home remedies, 
charm s and even a "m agic rope’’ 
to be worn around the waist until 
cured 
The W hite House would not say 
whether he utilized the rope or 
any of the suggestions. However, 
fortunately, be s over his trouble. 


For just this reason, this par­ 
ticular handbook is never likely 
to see print. Even so, one c$n 
also be sure that the change of 
trend on foreign aid has a signi­ 
ficance extending beyond the field 
of foreign affairs. 
By much the same methods that 
produced this change in trend, 
the largest part of the Kennedy 
program for this session has al­ 
ready been unobtrusively placed 
upon the statute books. Education 
and medical care for the aged 
have been the only conspicuous 
failures. 
The bill giving Federal aid to 
education was imprudently draft­ 
ed without due consideration for 
the feelings of the large bloc of 
Catholic voters. Hence it fell by 
the wayside. Another kind of bill, 
which may even be a much better 
bill, is now being prepared for 
the next session, with precautions 
which seem to be sufficient to 
avert sectarian controversy. 
The lever needed to pass the 
new education bill is Federal aid 
to “im pacted. areas.’* meaning 
areas where education costs have 
gone up because of military bases 
or other Federal activities. Some 
319 Congressmen are howling for 
“ impacted area” aid. If the Ad­ 
ministration can only keep them 
howling, by denying this aid at 
this session, as is now hoped, a 
m ajor education bill will have a 
good chance next year. 
As for medical care for the 
aged, the President’s private poll­ 
er, Louis Harris, is currently re­ 
porting to the White House that 
this issue everywhere generates 
the approximate political heat of 
a 
high-class 
blow-torch. 
The 
White House has not pressed for 
medical care this year, because 
it looks like such good politics to 
ask for the vote just before the 
1962 Congressional election. 
Altogether, whether or not you 
approve of the results, this part 
of the Administration's business 
is being carried on in a highly 
professional manner.

The 
food is polluted with a million 
times more bacteria than might 
occur in nature. Furtherm ore, if 
the handler is a carrier of amebic 
dysentery or typhoid, the consum­ 
ers are likely to get a super food 
poisoning.

For West Berlin has become 
Capitalism's No. 
I 
showplace— 
a thriving exhibit of commercial 
progress, set off with neon lights 
against a drab and dreary Com­ 
munist city a few yards away. 
And as long as West Berlin is 
there. 
Hashing 
its 
neon 
signs, 
showing off its windows full of the 
latest styles, the latest electric 
gadgets, the lushest foods. East 
Germans arc going to flock from 
their Communist state over to the 
Capitalistic state. 
That’s why President Ulbricht 
and Herr Gottwald, and Gerhard 
Eisler, the little Communist who 
escaped from the United State* 
and is now propaganda minister 
for East Germany, are pressing 
Khrushchev. What they want is 
not coexistence, but the throttling 
of West Berlin Capitalism 
They 
can’t 
afford 
the 
daily 
humiliation of seeing the cream 
of East German manhood cross 
the border in a steady stream of 
200,000 a year. Nor have they got 
over the humiliation of having 
the blonde and beautiful Marlene 
Schmidt cross over to West Ber­ 
lin. then to Miami to become 
Miss Universe. This was not the 
king of thing for a Communist- 
governed girl to do. and Allen 
Dulles’s CIA is getting the blame 
for it. 
To see firsthand how East Ger­ 
man youth is being siphoned into 
West Germany. I went out to the 
big Marienfelde refugee center. 
In 1953 I saw the refugees housed 
in empty factories and sleeping 
on straw sacks. There are no 
em pty factories in West Berlin 
today. They’re all producing. But 
the West Berlin government has 
built a special housing project 
which can be turned into low-cost 
housing when and if the refugee 
problem passes. 
Inside one of these rooms I 
talked to a couple, just arrived 
from Dresden About 30 years old, 
they had children five and six. 
The husband was a tailor, the 
wife an accountant in a lumber 
yard. They had left home, she ex­ 
plained, because she 
got tired 
working overtime for the 
Red 
Chinese and the Hungarians. She 
didn’t mind working overtime for 


a good cause, but not for them. 
Voting With Their Feet 
They were leaving that sanrvt 
night for Augsburg in Bavaria ti 
take jobs already promised. This, 
incidentally, is one reason for th* 
steady trek of refuees into West 
Berlin. 
West 
German 
industri­ 
alists need more labor. In somi 
cases they are in touch with thi 
East Gentian refugees even be 
fore they leave home. 
There’s 
no 
unemployment 
ii 
East Germany. Jobs are plentiful 
It too has a labor shortage. Bul 
jobs are better in West Germany. 
So the exodus continues. 
Another couple I talked to had 
just arrived from Leipzig 
Th* 
husband, not more than 24, had 
worked with his father on their 
family farm of about 30 acres. 
But the farm was collectivized 
and the boy didn't like working 
under 
the 
state. 
Futhermore, 
there was talk that he might be­ 
come manager. He and his wife 
left. 
“We took are life savings with 
us.’’ he told me. “and we were 
afraid we would be arrested at 
the border for having sp much 
money.

“When we got to East Berlin, 
we got on the elevated train (lur­ 
ing the rush hour when the police 
would be busy. But out of all the 
crowd on the train they nicked 
us. We thought the end had come. 
They 
examined 
us 
separately. 
However, my wife and I told ex­ 
actly the same story and they let 
us go They never did find the 
money." 
This couple was going to the 
Ruhr and expected to get jobs 
in a textile mill. 
So goes the march of East Ger­ 
mans from Communism to Capi­ 
talism. The East Germans have 
been deprived the right to vote, 
but they're voting with their feet 
A total of 107,000 has marched 
into West Berlin since January I, 
and the total will be around a 
quarter of a million before the 
year is over. The total since the 
end of the war has been over 
2,000.000 
And that’s one of the big rea­ 
sons why Nikita Khruchchev is 
being pushed.

I am getting sick and tired of 
all these attacks on our duly 
elected or appointed officials by a 
lot 
of 
blue-nosed. 
un-American 
Know Nothings! Why, suddenly, 
all this outcry against bribery and 
pay-offs? By these irresponsible 
attacks on bribery we are strik­ 
ing at the very’ foundations of 
good government, and it must be 
stopped' 
The time is at hand to come out 
in the open, and make bribery 
legal. The payoff is at the last 
bastion of rugged American in­ 
dividualism. It is here, in de­ 
manding and being able to get 
preferential treatment, that the 
ultim ate status symbol is achiev­ 
ed. and unless we defend its prac­ 
tice with proper protective laws, 
it, like the great American bison, 
will be driven from the American 
scene. We must re-examine our 
laws against corruption. An unen­ 
forceable law is a bad law, as it 
leads to a disrespect for all law. 
We must legalize bribery! 
Americans love to payoff. It is 
part of our nature. It can be 
seen from the cradle where “ Eat 
your spinach and Mommy’ll buy 
you a nice new ray gun’’ can 
be heard, to the latest announce­ 
ment of the public school scan­ 
dals in New York City. 
Amer­ 
icans fix traffic 
tickets, 
bribe 
headwaiters, make political con­ 
tributions. and “slip em a saw­ 
buck, Gus,” at every opportunity. 
Yet it is these same people that 
are hounding the few hardwork­ 
ing city officials in New York, 
Boston, and other great American 
cities, who have dared 
to 
do 
these things in an outward and 
forthright manner. Shame on the 
fickle public! 
Legalized bribery will eliminate 
the present hypocritical situation, 
restore efficiency to public en­ 
deavor, provide new funds for the 
cold war, and eliminate the un­ 
employment problem. 
Take, for instance, the police 
department: 
underpaid, 
short- 
handed, and held in small esteem 
by the public. Once the bribe is 
legal, they can publish a price 
list. The burden will fall on those 
who actually avail themselves of 
the services of the department. 
The income per policeman will 
rise 'the more service he renders, 
the more he is paid). The public 
will be safer. More and more 
ambitious and intelligent young 
men will seek their fortunes in 
police work 
And, so, up. up. 
the spiral will comique, until, at 
least, crime will have been elim­ 
inated, and the police will have 
regained public respect. 
Like drinking, bribery can get 
out of hand, so a federal agency 
must tie created to regulate it. 
This would be the Federal Bureau 
of Bribery, or. FBB. Thus would 
public interest be served, say. in 
the case of school construction. 
The bribe from the contractor to 
the Board of Education would be 
registered with the 
FBB 
who 
would see to it that, while the 
contractor had the advantage of 
getting the contract, 
he 
would 
nevertheless be compelled by the 


FBB to make the school in ques­ 
tion safe for children. The very 
creation of these new advantages 
in public service, not to mention 
the vast size of the FBB. should 
be just enough to absorb the 
mass of the unemployed. 
The greatest advantage of the 
legal bribe will be in securing 
funds to fight the cold war and 
eliminate the national debt. The 
taxes on all of the legal bribes. 
which of course now will have to 
be reported income, and on the 
salaries of all the now employed 
persons, should swell the national 
coffers. But, there is 
even 
a 
greater saving: the huge increase 
in the personal income of the 
higher officials, such as Com­ 
missioners, Mayors, Senators, and 
the like, will enable the govern­ 
ment to elim inate their regular 
salaries. Why, I can envision the 
day when politicians will have to 
submit sealed bids for the candi­ 
dacies for public office. All of 
this additional income will swell 
the Treasury, winch will allow the 
government to spend the money 
on vast public works, such as 
parks, sports stadiums, tree mov­ 
ies, beaches, and free vacation 
resorts, in a vast effort to bribe 
the “little m an’’ who is too poor 
to bribe his way to fame and 
fortune, from caring about it. 
And you know what? It will 
work, too.
